Serving  the  college  as  athletic  director  since  1989,  Gwyn  Young  has  been 
head  coach  for  the  Lady  Wolves  basketball  team  for  22  years.  Since  coming  to 
Co-Lin  he  has  seen  his  team  win  title  after  title  and  has  compiled  a  record  of 
450  wins  and  156  losses  to  rank  him  in  the  top  winningest  NJCAA  coaches  in 
the  nation.

The  CL  men's  team  finished  with  a  15-1  dual  match  record  and  fourth  in  a 
twelve-team  field  at  the  MAQC  State/NJCAA  Regional  Tournament  in  Tupelo. 
With  powerful  MS  Gulf  Coast  (four  foreigners  at  top  six  positions)  a  cinch  to  repeat 
as  tournament  champs,  the  only  question  in  Tupelo  was  which  team  would  earn 
the  runner-up  spot  to  qualify  to  play  in  the  NJCAA  Nationals  in  Corpus  Christi, 
TX  "Unfortunately  for  us,  it  came  down  to  the  luck  of  the  draw.. .and  the  'Pack 
didn't  draw  very  well.  We  split  with  Jones  during  the  season...they  pounded  us  7- 

2  at  the  beginning  of  the  season,  but  we 
nipped  them  5-4  in  a  thriller  at  the  end  in 
Ellisville.  We  beat  Hinds  twice,  5-4  and  6- 
3.  Jones  had  similar  results  against  the 
Eagles.  In  the  tournament,  we  drew  GC 
in  six  of  the  nine  events  (6  singles,  3  dou- 
bles brackets  make  up  the  tournament) 
and  only  met  them  once  in  the  finals," 
Mclntyre  said.  "Jones  and  Hinds  with 
"kinder"  draws  avoided  the  Coastal 
Ttogs  until  the  finals  in  most  brackets. 
After  tying  for  the  #2  spot,  Jones  crushed 
Hinds  and  a  special  post-tournament 
dual  match  for  the  right  to  compete  in 
Texas. 

Providing  sophomore  leadership 
throughout  the  year  were  veterans  Ethan 
Allen  of  Covington,  LA,  finishing  16-2  in 
singles  (27-4  in  two  seasons  at  CL)  and 
16-3  in  doubles  (28-6  over  both  seasons, 
'97  state/regional  #1  doubles  finalist) 
and  Brian  Mulevu  of  Zambia,  Africa, 
compiling  a  season  record  of  19-1  in  singles  (28-7  career)  and  16-2  in  doubles  (30-4 
career,  '97  #3  doubles  finalist).  In  the  tournament,  the  fourth-seeded  Allen 
whipped  Ryan  Gray  of  Jones  6-2,  6-2  in  the  second  round  of  #2  singles  before 
falling  to  GC's  champ  Jean-Fr.  Auberson  of  Geneva,  Switzerland,  6-3,  6-0.  Ethan 
also  combined  with  brother  John  Allen  as  the  third-seeded  #2  doubles  team  defeat- 
ing Northeast's  Gilliand  and  Foster  6-0, 6-2  before  falling  to  the  second-ranked  duo 
of  Banister  and  Pucket  from  Jones  6-2,  6-2  in  another  semi.  The  second-seeded 
Mulevu  was  a  tournament  finalist  in  #3  singles  losing  to  GC's  Patrick  Fischer  of 
Germany  in  straight  sets  after  beating  NE's  Mark  Gilliand  6-4,  6-3  and  Hinds' 
Mark  Pruett  7-5, 7-5.  Mulevu  also  teamed  with  Lance  MacAlester  to  come  within 
a  single  match-point  of  the  finals  in  #3  doubles  losing  to  GC's  Davis  and  Weaver 
4-6, 6-2, 7-6  in  a  nail-biting  semi.  The  third-seeded  duo  of  Mulevu  and  MacAlester 
had  crushed  ICC's  Curtis  and  Pomeroy  in  a  rain-delayed  8-1  pro-set  to  reach  the 
semi's. 

The  Wolves  had  only  four  freshmen  to  fill  out  the  minimum  six-man  squad 
(having  no  reserves  made  for  some  very  nervous  moments  during  the  season), 
"but,  they  did  a  terrific  job  of  working  hard  to  improve  throughout  the 
season.. .this  team  was  probably  the  most  improved,  hardest  working  team  I've 
had  in  20  seasons.. .they  were  a  special  group  of  young  men,  without  a  doubt," 
Mclntyre  adds. 

Playing  mostly  at  the  top  of  the  singles  order  was  Lance  MacAlester  of 
Atlanta,  younger  brother  of  Lee 
MacAlester  (#1  singles  and  doubles  in 
'96  and  '97.. .and  a  Distinguished 
Academic  All-American  at  CL,  now 
playing  for  Belhaven).  Catching  a  lot  of 
"heat"  at  the  top,  MacAlester  finished 
10-5  in  singles.  He  combined  mostly 
with  Mulevu  in  doubles  for  a  13-2  dou- 
bles record.  After  clipping  Meridian's 
Troy  Savelle  6-3,  7-6  in  the  first  round, 
MacAlester  lost  to  the  tournament  #1 
singles  champ  GC's  Johan  Lonner  of 
Sweden  (ranked  in  national  Top  10)  6-1, 
6-1 

Sam  Taylor  of  Magee  was  12-6  in 
singles  and  accumulated  a  10-7  doubles 
worksheet  teaming  with  Arpy  Eisert  of 
Eger,  Hungary,  a  member  of  the 
Wolfpack  basketball  squad.  Taylor  beat 
EC's  Mark  Suwinski  6-2,  6-2  to  earn  the 
right  to  play  GC's  Felipe  Monsalve  of 
Bogata,  Columbia.  Taylor  lost  6-0,  6-1  to 


the  #4  tournament 
champ  from  South 
America  (Monsalve  won 
the  #2  tournament  title  in 
'97).  Eisert  was  16-2  in 
singles  filling  the  #6  posi- 
tion. "We  were  lucky  to 
find  Arpy  to  fill  that  bot- 
tom position,  or  it  would 
have  been  a  long  sea- 
son...he's  such  a  tough 
guy  and  he  was  probably 
the  most  improved  play- 
er on  one  of  our  most 
improved  teams,"  In 
tournament  play  the 
third-seeded  Eisert  whipped  ICC's  Mark  Curtis  6-3, 6-0  in  the  second  round,  even- 
tually losing  6-4, 6-2  in  the  semi's  to  the  #6  champion  Patrick  Home  of  Jones.  Eisert 
had  beaten  Home  in  a  decisive  match  at  Jones  near  the  end  of  the  regular  season 
to  clinch  the  'Pack's  dual  match  win  in  Ellisville.  Taylor  and  Eisert  were  bounced 
from  the  tournament  in  a  6-2,  6-2  first-round  loss  to  Southwest  duo  of  Wilson- 
Rayborn. 

In  addition  to  teaming  with  brother  Ethan  in  doubles,  John  Allen  also  found 
a  home  at  the  #5  singles  position  tallying  an  overall  record  of  14-4.  Third-seeded 
in  the  tournament,  John  cruised  past  Meridian's  Brian  Rainer  6-1, 6-1  in  the  second 
round  before  falling  to  GC's  #5  champ  Jeff  Davis  6-2,  7-5  in  another  semi. 

"In  looking  back  over  the  '98  season,  we  feel  good  about  beating  two  ITA 
National  Top  teams  (Jones  and  Hinds)  during  the  regular  season,  especially  when 
we  were  scrambling  around  at  mid-year  trying  to  find  two  additional  players 
(MacAlester  in  January  and  Eisert  at  the  end  of  basketball  in  February)  to  fill  out 
the  six-man  roster.  We're  also  proud  to  be  participating  in  a  league  that  produced 
a  total  of  three  National  Top  20  men's  teams  (GC  was  in  Top  10).  Mississippi  juco 
tennis  has  come  a  long  way  in  the  last  10-15  years."  Mclntyre  said.

She's  a  terrific  coach 
and  has  already  built  the  women's  team  into  a  powerhouse,  finishing  as 
state /regional  runner-up  and  national  Top  20  ranking  last  spring!"

"I've  had  the  privilege  to  work  with  a  300-plus  group  of  alumni  student-ath- 
letes over  the  last  two  decades,  and  it's  amazing  to  me  how  many  of  them  stay  in 
contact  with  what's  happening  in  the  tennis  program  and  at  Co-Lin  in 
general. .our  'tennis  family'  keeps  growing  every  year.  Tim  "Nose"  Waldon  (CL

A  USPTR-certified  tennis  teaching  professional,  Mclntyre  has  been  named 
MAQC  "Coach  of  the  Year"  five  times  and  NJCAA  Region  23  "Coach  of  the  Year" 
four  times,  while  watching  his  Wolves  win  five  state  and  four  regional  team  cham- 
pionships (plus  eight  runner-up  team  titles  in  both  state  and  regional  play)  and  17 
other  team  honors.  He  has  coached  64  individual  state  and  regional  champions 
and  has  had  nine  teams  ranked  in  the  NATIONAL  TOP  25.  Undefeated  (24-0)  1990 
team  was  the  first  Mississippi  team  to  ever  finish  in  the  Top  10  in  the  NJCAA 
nationals.
